At the end of the.opMling day of 
economic war between organized la- 
bor and the greater part of the iron 
and steel industry of the country, 
both sides rested, apparently satisfied 
with reports from the f^-flhng bat- 
tle line, reaching into twenty States 
and affecting directly or indirectly 
500,000 workers. 

After the first test of strength, in- 
dustrial leaders and commanders of 
labor's legions were willing to admit 
that they faced a struggle which 
might prove long and bitter._ Grim 
evidence of. preparations "Tnade for 
the industrial conflict were seen in 
the armed guards surrounding all 
mills. 

In New Castle, Pa., yven persons 
were shot in rioting foWtVing an al- 
leged attempt to prevent" workers 
from entering a plant 

.An accurate estimate of the num- 
be;r of workers who marched out in 
obedience to the strike order and the 
number who remained at their posts 
is not obtainable. 

From strike headquarters in Pitts- 
burgh came claims that 284,000 men 
had taken .their places in the ranks 
of the strikers, but, although no 
statement was forthcoming from the 
steel corporation's headquarters in 
New York, company officials in the 
zone of action hastened to challenge 
the estimate of labor leaders. 

The steel corporation, against 



which the main offensive is direetedr 
was able to operate most of its i^uitv- 

in the Pittsburgh district, ai:c«rding. 
to the company officials. In lh« Chi- 
cago steel center, some of the largest 
plants were forced to close down, botL. 
others operated on a reduced aeiUe. 

It was in the Uahoming Vallfy that: 
the strikers seemed to make the most . 
headway, for with three large steeLi 
mills in the Youngstown district shut 
down and others running only part - 
capacity, the steel producing indus- 
try in that section was reported to be 
fast approaching general paralysis^ 

In the Cleveland district, too, tho - 
strikers apparently made a successful 
attack. Only four of the twenty 
plants were in operation and, accord- - 
ing to Ubor leaders, 19,000 men are- 
affectedi' , 

In the Chicago district company 
officials estimated that from 70 t<^ \ 

90 per cent, of their worker'^ had re- 
mained loyal, while at stn)"- head- 
quarters in that city it v.a- ' laimed-' 
67,500 had obeyed the strike call. 

Labor leaders in the Youngstownr 
district proper an<l 5.'j,000 i;i the en- 
tire .district, which includes Sharon . 
and Newcastle, Pa. Company esti- 
mates were much less.

As to winter wheat, tke depart- 
ment suggests that 49,000,000 acres 
be sown this fall to this crop, and

Baptist 75 Million Campaign Has Ap- 
portioned 111,000,000 To Be Em- 
ployed During the Next Five 
Yeara in Meeting Need. 

Within the eighteen states compris- 
ing the territory of the Southern 8aj?- 
tiHt convention are 13,000,000 iynlte 
people who are not only not identified 
with any chun li, but who do not claim 
to be christians, occording to informa- 
tion gathered by the Baptist 75 Mil- 
lion Campaign. To try and reach these 
people with the gospel is one o( t)^ 
aims of the campaign and to meet tke 
problem the state mission orgaolaa- 
tion in the various ' states will «i»t ' 
IhemselTes. To help these organisa* 
tions in meeting that problem the sum 
of ♦11,000,000 has been apportioned 
from the total of $75,000,0(10 that is 
sought for all purposes, and during the 
next five years the state mission 
forces will seek to reach these mil- 
lions of people right here at home with 
re gospel and enllat them in some 
phase of christian work. 

According to this same source of in- 
formation, it is learned that there are 
3,391 towns and villages in the South 
with a population of 200 or mor^ in 
which there are no Baptist church or- 
ganlKationa or no Baptist houses of 
worship.

to be held in this country. 

It is hard to conceive that in 1896 
there were but four automobiles in 
theklj'nited States. 

Tse first long distance tour w.is 
made from Cleveland to New York. 
It took from July 28 to August 7. 

The first transcontinental run wa? 
made from Cleveland to New Y'ork 
and took over two months, from May 
23 to July 26. 

In March, 1897, in the New York 
Journal, a writer described his first 



motor car ride as follows: 

"In search of a new sensation, I 
went yesterday and rode in a horse- 
less carriage. 

"I dreamed on^ thi^t I walked 
down Fifth Avenue in' my pajamas 
in the foU 'tide of < the afternoon 
promenai^e, and almost iifed with 
shame before I awoke. Yesterday 1

as I sat there and felt myself pushed 
forward in the very face of the grin- 
ning, scaring and sometimes jeering 
New York."
